bill for tolls exemption of American 
coastwise vessels passing through the 
Panama canal was passed by the sen- 
ate today, *7 to 37. The measure now 
goes to the house, where it Is expect- 
ed it will be subject to indefinite de- 
lay-In consideration, at least until af- 
ter the armament conference.

Debate on the Borah 
proposal disclosed

ranks, opponents declaring the bill 
was inopportune, while Senator Borah 
declared he had talked Wfth President 
Harding and Secretary IJtighes and 
they did not share such views. 


Twelve Democrats voted for the bill 


on the roll call, while IT Republicans 
voted In opposition, so that the Demo- 
cratic support was regarded as the 
determining factor. 
In referring to the armament con- 


ference. Senator Borah said he did 
not understand that this conference 
will Involve the United States barter- 
ing away any substantial rights. 
''I have talked with those most re- 


sponsible tor and concerned in the 
conference," he said.

Cleveland, Oct. 10.—Marian McAr- 


dle, testifying in hen- own behalf to- 
day, denied that she helped plot the 
murder of Daniel Kaber, her step 
father, for which crime she la on 
trial, but declared elie had often heard 
her mother, Mr*. Eva Catherine Ka- 
ber, and her grandmother, Mrs. Mary 
Broeckel, discuss the plans. 


"I did not plot hfs murder," the; 


20-year-old girl declared as she stamp- 
her foot angrily and glared throusrh a 
aim of tears at the prosecuting attor- 
ney.Miss McArdle testified her mother 
and Mr. Kaber had frequently o.uar- 
reled and threatened to kill eaca oth.- 
•er, but she had never taken the threats 
seriously and said she had never had 
any trouble with Kaber. 


A severe cross-examination by As- 


sistant County Prosecutor Cassidy fail- 
ed to confuse her. She held to the 
main points of her story that she had 
no part in the murder plot. Cassidy 
did make her admit, however, that at 
the coroner's inquest, a few days af- 
ter the killing, she bad testified she 
never heard her mother and step- 
father quarrel. 


I/Ike Salvatore Gala, one of the two 


hired assassins who stabbed Kaber to 
death and who Is serving a life term, 
Miss McArdle sought to 
shift 
the 
blame for the killing upon the should- 
ers of her sa-yeor-old grandmother, 


6he testified that her. mother and 


grandmother; frequently discussed the 
murder plans and that 
when 
she 


sought to Demonstrate with them she 
had been told to "shut up." 


Gala sought to shield Mlsa McArdle 


in his testimony. He aid not take 
the witness, stand., In., hi« -turn -behalf 
during his trial, his conviuon being 
largely on a confession he made to 
police in Buffalo following his arrest 
there. The details of this confession 
were changed twice by Cala on the 
witness stand today. 


He testified that he had never talk- 


ed with Miss McArdle concerning the 
murder, although admitting that he 
said he had talked to her in. the Buf- 
falo confession. He also testified that 
It was Mrs. Broecktl ;and not the 
granddaughter who was to pour wa- 
ter from a rear window of the Kaber 
home as a s,lsnal that the "coast was 
clear" for the killing.
